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REMARKS 

Claims 2-12 are pending. Claims 3, 4, and 10 have been amended to correct improper 
multiple dependency. Claim 7 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter in previously 
presented claim 8. Claim 8 has been cancelled. No new matter has been introduced. Upon entry 
of this amendment, claims 2-7 and 9-12 will be pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank liie Examiner for indicating that claims 5, 2/5, 6, and 9 are allowable 
and that claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of tiie 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants have amaaded claim 7 to 
include all the limitations of previously presented claim 8 and canceled claim 8. As such, claim 
7 and its dqpendent claims 2/7 and 12 are allowable. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3, 4, 10, and 1 1 have been objected to as being in improper form because a 
multiple depKident claim cannot depend on another multiple-dependent claim. Apphcants have 
amended claims 3, 4, and 10 to delete their dependency from claim 2, a multiple-dependent 
claim. Withdrawal of the objections is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) 

Claims 7, 2/7, and 12 under 35 U.S.C §103(a) as allegedly being obvious over U.S. 
Patent No. 5,518,817, in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,037,700, and in view of Ulhnann's 
Encyclopedia of Industrial Chemistry. Applicants traverse the rejections. However, to advance 
prosecution, Applicants have amended claim 7 to include all the limitations of prcAdously 
presented claim 8. 

As stated above, claims 7, 2/7, and 12, as amended, are now allowable. Withdrawal of 
the rejections is respectfully requested.
